A well-known American product used to use the advertising slogan, 
"Eventually, why not now?" That is a challenging angle from which to consider any 
good thing, material or not. Sooner or later we always come to a quest for the 
best, but if we keep putting it off a time finally comes when it is too late. Vfhy 
not do it before that time draws near, specifically now? 

Here is one of the great and tragic losses to the world and to ourselves. 
Everyone means to get around to it in time, to be, and do, and accomplish his best 
some day. It is a common human dream. The most depraved person, the most complete 
human failure, and the most indolent procrastinater, all think of a time when they 
will shake off their restraining fetters and rise to really high levels of living. 

But that word "sometime" is so indefinite. TJhat costs the sees so much is 
that all these wonderful things are to be done after time has weakened us until we 
cannot do them. We are about so many things like Augustine when he asked God to 
make him a good man - but not just yet. Fortunately. Augustine did not put it off 
too long, however. He did make the change, and rose to sainthood. 

We all know how it is, for we have all had the experience. Good ideas come 
to us again and again, and we think we must do something about them some time when 
it is convenient, or perhaps when v/e finish what we are doing. Then later we dis¬ 
cover that the glow has gone cut of the vision or that the ideas themselves are 
lost in the enfolding mists of forgetfulness. 


This happens very easily for a certain reason. The brain or material mind 
can sometimes retain things by engraving records of them in the retention cells. 
But these inspired ideas are not products of the brain. They come out of the 
silences through the subconscious mind, which seldom bothers to tell us anything 
more than once. These thoughts pass over the memory cells. Unless we either act 
on them or write them down, v/e forget them or at least lose the fire so necessary 
for forging them into reality. With life’s inspirations, which are God’s prompt¬ 
ings, it is literally now or not at all. 

The thing to do with the realisation that something needs to be done is to 
go at once and attend to it. The thing to do with some extended action, a life 
work for instance, is to prepare for it, get started on it, and keep working at it 
as constantly as possible. 
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Flash ideas of ways to improve it here and there and now and then will 
keep coming. These should be acted on at once, or they too will soon be lost, 
perhaps in an hour’s time. Rotes of such things should be made while the light 
is bright on them and the surge of feeling is dynamic. At work, when traveling, 
or in the night, at all times, in fact, notebook and pencil should be within reach 

Estimate the total of the delays you have allowed to hold up doing the 
things you were inspired to do, then add to it the value of the things themselves 
if they had been done. It makes a rather depressing total, doesn’t it? Now 
multiply this by the number of people, past and present, who have done the same 
thing. This will give you some idea of the values lost to the ages by not con¬ 
sidering what should be done and doing it at once.
